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ERHAPS this article is untimely because of the limited 
| number of shows now being held as a result of war con- 
ditions, but it has been requested, furthermore, we are all 
hoping and, for that matter, expecting, that Victory will 
soon be achieved and that then a resumption of our nor- 
mal activities will follow in due course, in the words of 
the song, “the lights will go on again all over the world.” 
In keeping with this optimistic viewpoint, it is well, 
therefore, to continually prepare for the happier days to come. 

At present the most urgent duty of the cattle breeder is to in- 
crease production, but in doing so he should not lose 


the kind of background I have described do not, as a rule, possess 
these objectionable features. I have been asked at what age should 
show prospects be picked? My system is to have them in mind 
when the mating which produces them is made and if, when the 
calf is born, it meets my expectations, it is definitely slated for a 
place in the show herd and if, subsequently, it fails to develop satis- 
factorily, it is discarded, but, as I have indicated above, disappoint- 
ments are few when the ancestry has been carefully considered. 
Some of the most important individual qualities to look for in 
a show prospect are compactness of build, short legs, a strong back, 
good loin, a head of moderate length, a pronounced 
pole, and a wide muzzle. A short neck, and hide and 


sight of the all important factor of maintaining qual- 
ity. We cannot afford to allow the improvement that 
has been accomplished by so many years of painstak- 
ing effort to be sacrificed, because there is no neces- 
sity for doing so. There is a danger that a lack of 
show ring competition may result in a decrease in the 
incentive, on the part of breeders, to strive for per- 
fection in their animals. Such a condition would re- 
sult in a decided setback to the pure bred industry. It 
is, therefore, for the general good that breeders keep 
their herds on a preparedness basis for sending out 
exhibition animals whenever there is a practical op- 
portunity to do so. We should remember that Live 
Stock Shows have been responsible more than any oth- 
er one thing for the improvement which has_ been 
wrought in our live stock during the past two cen- 
turies. 

Having been a continuous exhibitor for a great 
many years, it is probably only natural that I should 
hold these views, but if that be true, my long exper- 
ience has furnished me with ample proof of their value. 
| have come to look upon every new born calf of prop- 


hair of fine texture are also desirable. 

After the calf has been definitely decided upon, 
and it is always preferable to start show prospects as 
calves, everything possible should be done to hasten 
its development. Our practice has been to see that it 
not only gets sufficient milk, but as much grain as it 
will take as well, and it is surprising how early a calf 
will start to eat grain if given the opportunity. We 
supply this grain to calves on pasture with their moth- 
ers, by means of a self-feeder enclosed within a creep 
which excludes the older animals. This grain ration, 
at the start, is composed almost entirely of whole oats, 
as the calves grow older, the oats are coarsely ground 
or rolled, and some cracked corn, a little oil meal and 
certain minerals are added. 

Although our grain rations are always funda- 
mentally about the same, we have never observed an 
absolutely fixed rule in preparing them. For example, 
at times we feed more of one kind of a certain food 
and less of another, our formals being based princip- 
ally on the thought of supplying an individual, or a

meant by proper descent ? To 
me it is that the ancestors 
for several generations back 
must be known to me as pro- 
ducers above the ordinary. If 
the immediate sire and dam 
have consistently produced outstanding prog- 
eny—proved show winners—it is a practical 
certainty that the new calf will be given a 
chance to demonstrate its metal in. the show 
ring. In short, my first and most important 
consideration in selecting youngsters for a 
place in the show herd is their background. There is too much at 
stake to take a chance on unproved material. 

I have seen many a promising show yard candidate, from an 
early individual standpoint, develop into a disappointment simply 
oecause its ancestors were either minus the right qualities, or, if 
they possessed them, were incapable of passing them on. On the 
other hand, I have seen rather unpromising looking individuals as 
calves, develop into winners, due to inherited qualities which were 
not manifest at an early age. No rule, of course, is infallible in the 
breeding business and for that reason these conditions, in some in- 
stances, may be reversed, but by far and large, I have found the 
method mentioned the most reliable guide in the selection of ani- 
mals for future greatness. 

I do not mean to say that one should ignore conformation al- 
together in choosing show prospects, that would be the height of 
folly, because there are certain physical qualities that do not change 
with development, but it has been my experience that calves with 
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particular group of animals, a combination which, in

our opinion is best suited to their development 
at a certain stage, always keeping in mind a 
proper balance of proteins and carbohydrates 
and, in recent years, we have been mindful of 
the value of vitamins and minerals and have 
been careful to see that these are included in 
the diet in proportions to insure a proper functioning of the internal 
organs. 

Other important considerations in the preparation of show cat- 
tle are lots and lots of grooming and a sufficient amount of exer- 
cise. These are exceedingly important items of fitting and their 
neglect may easily be the determining point in a close decision. And 
why is this so? Well, grooming not only creates lustre in the coat 
which naturally adds to beauty, but furthermore it is a stimulus to 
health and vigor. A very good practice is to go over the animal 
with a thorough bare hand rubbing after the brush and rubbing 
cloth have been used, this hand massage is excellent for keeping 
the flesh, as well as the hair, in top condition. It is particularly 
beneficial in keeping the flesh smooth and free from patchiness. 

Exercise is a vital need for keeping show animals active, alert, 
and sound of feet and legs. An otherwise outstanding animal may 
be turned down by the Judge because of walking badly. The best

Beef 


Some of the cattle marketed at the stock- 
yards consist of bulls and aged cows. More 
cows were sent to the yards in the latter 
part of last year than ever before, because 
of the labor shortage on the dairy farms. 
However, about half of the cattle coming to 
market consist of steers, which for the most 
part originated on the grassy lands of the 
west. There is no more economical way to 
raise cattle than on the western ranches. 


A range steer has attained only three 
fourths of its potential growth when it is 
ready for the market. It then weighs around 
900 pounds. On a diet of corn and silage in 
midwestern feed lots a western steer will 
increase a pound a day for a year. When 
the animals are slaughtered right off the 
range a good 300 pounds of potential meat 
and fat is lost. A steer slaughtered after 
only six months feeding is still 150 pounds 
light. 

At a time when there was a great plenty 
of meat and fats the scale of beef feeder 
operations needed not to be the cause of 
public concern. But that isn’t the situation 
now. Many Chicago housewives have 
sought beefsteaks and roasts in vain 
throughout an entire neighborhood, Butcher 
shops here are closing every day because 
they cannot get enough meat to continue 
in business. In San Francisco there has 
been no fresh meat available since New 
Year’s eve. Grave fears are expressed 
that there will not be enough fats available 
in 1943 to meet the requirements of our 
munitions and food industries, and our lend- 
lease engagements. Meanwhile, experts 
have estimated that in 1943 there will be 
less beef available than in 1942. 

It would seem that the government should 
be offering every possible inducement to in- 
crease the number of beef cattle and to get 
every possible pound of meat and fat from 
every steer that is sent to market. That, 
unfortunately, has not been done. The 
government urged that farmers in 1942 
increase their marketings of she-stock. The 
selling of this breeding stock had the effect. 
of reducing future cattle population. Second- 
ly, OPA set prices on finished or prime 
beef at so small a margin above the price 
for the range cattle that it was unprofit- 
able to carry on feeding operations and a 
large number of animals were killed with- 
out having an opportunity to put on the 
extra 300 pounds in the feed lots. A vast 
amount of potential meat and fats was 
thereby sacrificed. Finally, the govern- 
ment guaranteed to pork feeders that until 
June 30, 1943, the price of hogs would not 
drop below $9 per hundred. The secretary 
of agriculture has raised the minimum to 
$13.25 per hundred for this year and early 
1944. No corresponding floor was provided 
for beef prices for 1942 or for the present 
year. Western steer feeders naturally have 
turned from their old line to hog raising. 

The beefsteak shortage is in large part 
a result of the discrimination. As a matter 
of fact, the beef raising industry has been 
treated as a stepchild by the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration from the very beginning. Cat- 
tle was not one of the basic commodities 
under the agricultural adjustment act. 

It takes five times as long to produce a 
finished steer as to produce a finished hog. 
The risks from price decline are correspond- 
ingly greater. It is rank injustice to call 
upon cattle raisers and feeders to carry a 
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risk when so many others are being reliev- 
ed of it. The shortage of beef and of beef 
fat will become steadily more acute if there 
is a continuation of present discriminatory 
policies by the government against cattle 
breeders and feeders.—Reprinted by Ameri- 
can Meat Institute from the Chicago Daily 
Tribune, January 6, 1943.

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Scotch Breeders Alarmed 


Over consequences of proposed Test Tube calves 
produced by Artificial Insemination as appears 
in this article from the Farming News and North 
British Agriculturist dated November 13th, 1942. 


As the acknowledged select-corner of “the 
stud farm of the world,” Scotland is sensi- 
tive, if not apprehensive, of the revolution- 
ary possibilities that are opened up for the 
world of stock breeding by what science 
‘terms “artificial insemination”. If we are 
to regard the Highland Society directors as 
a reliable platform (and frankly we may ac- 
cept the board as such, even though they sel- 
dom indulge in active debate), this feeling 
of uncertainty and apprehension is passing 
from the quiescent to the articulate stage. 
Indeed Sir Joshua P. Ross Taylor, Mungos- 
walls, Duns, who led the “Highland” direct- 
orate discussion on the subject last week, 
even reproved the agricultural press for not 
ventilating this topic. 

I am not so’sure that this reproof is war- 
ranted. Both the daily and the agricultural 
press have given publicity from time to time 
to the claims of science in relation to this 
new form of mating in stock breeding. It is 
several years since a Soviet booklet on the 
methods of preparing and perserving the 
fertilising material and on the scope of its 
use in Russia was published and was review- 
ed at some length in the press. The num- 
bers of stock successfully conceiving by such 
methods—horses, cattle, sheep and pigs— 
from the sperm of a single male were speci- 
fied, and there is no mistake that the results 
announced by the Soviet scientists were 
highly spectacular. They demonstrated that 
the means for mass-production which be- 
came so common in general industry after 
last war and which was so conspicuously il- 
lustrated in the Ford motor car of America 
and in the Morris car of Great Britain, had 
really been extended to the realm of stock- 
breeding by the practice of artificial insem- 
ination. 

Breeders’ Fear Of “Disaster” 

Since these Russian experiences were 
made known we have had examples in this 
country in which Friesian heifers and cows 


were put into calf by means of sperm that 


was carried in tubes by aeroplane from Hol- 
land, thus enabling female stock in England 
to be “mated” with some of the best male 
blood existing in Holland, the homeland of 
this great dairy breed. We have also heard 


of mares of the Thoroughbred race of horses 
being put into foal by this artificial means 
after it had been found to be extremely dif- 
ficult to get them in foal by natural mating. 
Sir Joshua Ross Taylor agrees that the new 
practice can be of great value in such in- 
stances. But he frankly confesses that he 
fears “disastrous” consequences if the prac- 
tice is to be established here upon any wide- 
spread scale. 

Scottish farmers would note with interest 
that a breeder of such experience (in the 
raising of practically all types of farm stock 
and also in raising poultry and birds) as 
Mr. J. Ernest Kerr of Harviestoun Castle, 
use of the system in this country, and that 
Mr. W. S. M’William, Garguston, Muir of 
Ord, also is disturbed at the prospect. The 
only director who openly differed from Dol- 
lar. shares the fears of Sir Joshua regard- 
ing any widespread these views was Mr. J 
W. Alexander, Golfhill, Moffat, ex-president 
of the Blackface Sheep Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, who spoke of the possible advantages 
of the new methods to small farmers who 
cannot afford to buy good bulls. A shrewd 
corrective to what may be described as ex- 
aggerated fears was Mr. Scott Aiton’s con- 
tribution to the discussion. He reminded his 
colleagues on the board that no matter how 
far science can devise the means of distrib- 
uting the male sperm of any class of stock 
in any country, the degree of “‘mass produc- 
tion” (as I have called it) which is possible 
by the new mating methods is governed en- 
tirely by the numbers of female stock act- 
ually available to conceive progeny. He 
cited the probable denudation of the Conti- 
nent of Europe of cattle and other meat-pro- 
ducing stock by the Nazi hordes as a factor 
which is bound to limit the scope for artific- 
ial insemination for a number of years after 
the war. On the other hand, this same fact- 
or of cattle shortage will be the excuse used 
to extend the practice as far as possible.

Selection V. Mass Production. 


Leaving aside for the moment the very 
important question of what safeguards are 
needed to prevent artificial insemination 
from becoming a “disaster” to British stock- 
breeding, and particularly to Scottish stock- 
breeding. it is quite evident that our prob- 
lem is sharply different from that which 
Soviet Russia had to solve nearly 20 years 
ago (and which she still has to solve today) 
and also with the problem which the ranch- 
ing parts of the world may have to face in 
their approach to the new mating methods. 
There is a rough and ready analogy in the 
sphere of mechanised cropping. Over vast 
flat areas like the steppes of Russia and the 
prairies of North America, which are not 
subject to heavy rain-falls during spring,

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1'ND more especially the many Ab-

follow, should be a reminder of 
the importance of proper feeding 
and fitting in the merchandising 
of pure bred cattle. Regardless of 
the size or importance of the auc- 
tion, cattle that are especially fed 
and fitted for the event, and are halter 
broke, will invariably bring more than cattle 
that are not as well presented. 

One point in preparing cattle for sales, 
and one that is too often overlooked, is the 
matter of having entries broke to lead and 
stand. An animal that is unruly in the 
ring, regardless of pedigree, is at a disad- 
vantage. It is hard to appraise an animal 
“on the fly” and get an accurate picture of 
the desirable points that it may have. 

Breaking animals to lead is not hard—but 
it does take time. Of course the earlier 
they are handled and brought into contact 
with a halter the better it is for both the 
showman and the animal. Breaking older 
animals to lead and stand is perhaps best 
accomplished by tieing them while they eat 
and getting them used to the feel of the 
halter. By leading them to water regularly, 
and seeing to it that they don’t make a habit 
of breaking away, it should not take a great 
deal of time to get an animal that can be 
handled. 

Words enough to fill volumes have been 
written on the matter of the proper feeding 
and fitting of animals destined for public 
appraisal in auctions. Not many animals go 
through the ring “overdone” compared with 
the number that are lead in showing too 
little feed and care. This is especially true 
of the winter and early spring sales. 

Back of this matter of presenting sale 
cattle in good condition is the simple fact 
that fat cattle are always more pleasing to 
the eye. And in spite of the fact that some 
breeders may contend that they do not like 
to buy an animal in show condition, you will 
still see them buying the better fitted cattle 
in preference to one showing evidence of 
having come through a hard winter. For 
one thing few men are as good judges of 
cattle in thin condition as they are of cattle 
in good flesh. But there is another angle 
to this—cattle coming into the ring carry- 
ing a good covering of flesh show evidence 
of feeding ability and show the quality of 
the covering and give visual evidence that 
they may be good “doers.” All of this is not 
simply the matter of good feeding on the 
part of the man presenting the cattle for 
sale; breeding also enters into the picture 
to a considerable scale. On the other hand 
thin cattle that are run through the ring 
can be something of a gamble. They may 
fill out as well as their better finished rivals 
—and again, they might not. 

While condition can be carried to ex- 
tremes, it is seldom that high condition is 
injurious to young cattle. In fact it can be 
beneficial in their growth and development. 
On older animals too high a condition, main- 
tained for too long a period, can be injurious 
to them as producers. The ration used in 
putting finish and bloom on a cow or bull 
should not be as “hot” as that used in get- 
ting a load of steers ready for market or 
show. One successful fitter uses as the 
basis of his ration one part of corn, 2 parts 
of oats, one part of barley and one part of 
bran—plus some protein. 

It is poor economy to allow cattle that are 
pure bred sale possibilities to go too far 
down hill in flesh during the winter. Grant- 
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ed that it can be put back on them, it will 
probably take the rest of the winter to get 
them back where they were in the fall—to 
say nothing of getting them in really top 
condition. 

_ Proper identification of the animal in the 
ring against its description and pedigree in 
the sale catalog is important. For this rea- 
son, it is an excellent idea to have each ani- 
mal carry a neck chain number correspond- 
ing to a similar number in the catalog. In 
this way a purchaser will have every assur- 
ance of getting the animal on which he plac- 
ed the top bid. 

The importance of having the animal 
properly, and quickly, transferred after the 
sale should not be overlooked. The new pur- 
chaser has it coming to him and this bit of 
business should not be delayed. By having 
the transfers made promptly after the sale, 
and by forwarding the transfer and regis- 
tration to the buyer as soon as they are re- 
turned by the Association office, is an ex- 
cellent way to build good will and confi- 
dence in new buyers. 

This year, more than ever before, Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle will be presented for sale 
in territories where good beef cattle—Ab- 
erdeen-Angus or any other breed—have not 
been common. Unless the Black cattle of- 
fered for sale are fed and fitted to bring 
out their desirable characteristics in sharp 
contrast with native cattle, much of the good 
of the sale promotion will be lost. By show- 
ing these prospective buyers good Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, in good flesh, will the ground 
work be built for future demand for good 
cattle. 

Use of the clipper on head and tail, plus 
more than an occasional use of comb and 
brush, are practices that pay dividends. 
Again it is a matter of eye appeal and the 
presentation of the product under the most 
favorable conditions. Back in the days of 
motor car sales, manufacturers did present 
“economy” cars—stripped of most of the 
gadgets making for attractive appearance. 
But the fact that they did not sell well com- 
pared with the more attractive models 
should be fairly convincing proof that most 
buyers want something good—and they 
want it to look the part. The same thing 
applies to good Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

The southeast offers a fertile field for 
Aberdeen-Angus expansion—both in the 
founding of pure bred herds and in the de- 
mand for Aberdeen-Angus bulls for com- 
mercial cattle production.

The trip was made by plane from Miami down the west coast 
of South America to Santiago, Chile, and across the Andes to 
Buenos Aires. The distance from Miami to Buenos Aires is some- 
where between eight and nine thousand miles. To one who had 
never been South of the equator and who had never ridden in a 
plane, and that was my situation, the trip was a real adventure. 
Normally it requires four days but because of bad weather this 
particular trip required six days and my arrival at the show was 
one day late. The route is generally across the Gulf of Mexico 
via Cuba to the Panama Canal Zone thence down the west coast. 
While the plane was above the clouds a part of the time it was 
frequently possible to see the ocean on one side of the plane and 
the mountains which lie close to the ocean most of the way down 
the coast on the other side. In the equatorial country much timber 
and other vegetation prevailed while further down the arid fre- 
quently snow-capped mountains were in evidence with occasional 
irrigated tracts lying close to the ocean.

This, together with 
the fact that the breeding business is in relatively few hands and 
the cattle in relatively large herds, seems to make toward a gen- 
erally accepted type which is almost universally recognized. 

Few of the cattle exhibited at the Palermo Park show were 
over three years old. Relatively few females were shown—in fact 
the show this year consisted of one hundred and ninety bulls and 
not more than a half dozen females. Upon inquiry as to the dearth 
of females I learned that it was generally felt by breeders that the 
females were more profitable if put to work in the breeding herd 
gs soon as they were old enough. A high proportion of the cattle 
exhibited at this show are sold at auction sales following the com- 
pletion of the judging. It is possible that our pure bred cattle 
business in the United States might be made more effective by a 
procedure more nearly like that in Argentina. The auction busi- 
ness appears to be largely in the hands of Bulrich and Company 
an organization which is a credit to the business and to itself. As 
many as three or four auctions of various classes of live stock 
were in progress simultaneously on the grounds. The senior cham- 
pion bull was La Jacinta Negus 51st, exhibited by the Cattle and 
Agriculture Company. He was an extremely thick, soggy, beast 
and gave ample evidence of his ability to produce beef. The junior 
champion was a bull of similar type having perhaps a little more 
substance but no more meat than the senior champion and. he was 
exhibited by San Nemesio estancia and plantation. The two year 
old champion was Jilman Dunira of Cascada 28th and this bull was 
most definitely the grand champion of the show. He was sired by 
Jilman of Dunira, an Imported bull, and bred by Senor Julio 
Perkins. This bull was about all that an Aberdeen-Angus breeder 
could ask for—fitted highly enough to show his capacity to pro- 
duce meat and yet. not highly fitted. 

He carried a beautiful masculine head with a bright, typical 
doddie expression; short neck; uniform width and depth of body; 
with ample covering of smooth, firm flesh; a beautifully molded 
rump and quarter and a set of straight legs showing ample bone 
and with all a disposition that seemed ideal. He wore a coat of 
hair that would be the pride of any beef cattle breeder. I discover- 
ed, after the show was over, that this bull had created considerable 
comment before the judging and I noted in some of the papers 
that he was called by some the best Aberdeen-Angus bull that had 
been exhibited at Palermo. His popularity among breeders gener- 
ally was evidenced by the fact that he sold for 72,000 pesos which 
is somewhere around $17,000 and among the bidders was one of 
the most extensive breeders of black cattle in the Argentine. The 
reserve grand champion, a bull of approved Aberdeen-Angus type, 
with ample substance and flesh was Celta Ervum 20th exhibited by 
Severino Pampillo and Son. The grand champion female was San 
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Nemesio Black Ben a typical high quality doddie heifer exhibited

by the San Nemesio estancia and plantation company. Throughout 
the Aberdeen-Angus show, quality and substance with fleshing 
ability were in evidence. 

The Palermo show appears to a visitor as almost a model in its 
physical equipment; its administration and in the general direction 
of its objectives. A significant motto adorns one of the amphi- 
theaters. Translated it means, “Cultivate the Soil and Serve your 
Country”. Those who attend the stock show do so to see the live 
stock and the judging and the people who come pay more atten- 
tion to the educational side of the show than people are inclined 
to pay in this country. The show is dignified with a formal open- 
ing attended by the president of the Republic, the head of the 
church, and the diplomats of various countries. The Minister of 
Agriculture and the President of the Rural Society address those 
in attendance. This year the Minister discussed crop production 
and other statistical information of the Argentine and its exports 
and imports. The President of the Rural Society, in his address, 
paid high compliment to Mr. Hull, our Secretary of State, and I 
quote from his message. 

“Today we inaugurate the 56th Rural Exposition. Through- 
out the now lenghty history of the Argentine Rural Society we 
have never experienced more sombre days in which to hold the 
exposition. The entire world is at war» The few nations which are 
not participating in the fight openly, be it those who have been 
overthrown by foreign powers, or those which have as yet been 
able to refrain from declaring which is their enemy in this struggle, 
find themselves, like all the other nations, caught in the conflict, 
in daily danger and unavoidably ready to make sacrifices. 

“The Argentine Republic, which achieved its independence 
through its own effort and inspiration; the Argentine Republic. 
which expressed unaided, one hundred and thirty years ago, the 
principle of liberty and carried it, sword in hand, beyond its natural 
frontiers to share its benefits with the other countries of the 
American continent suffering from a like oppression, is today 
where it has always been, with its territory neither reduced nor 
enlarged because it. wished, and knew how, to preserve it, because 
it did not covet that of its neighbor. It did not fear Europe; to 
the contrary, it offered its hand in friendship, opened wide the 
gates to its commerce, gathered generously to its heart the men 
coming from there inspired by the will to work and to conform to 
social conventions. It always preserved, even in its quarrels, 
fraternal sentiments toward the nations of America, for ethnic 
reasons, because of geographic circumstances, and principally be- 
cause they all originated in the same age as expressions of like 
principles of independence and liberty. 

“It is for this reason, and because of the solidarity pledge in 
solemn American pacts which were only formal ratifications of 
those sentiments, that the Argentine Republic shares the sorrows 
of America in war, a war brought upon it by malicious audacity, 
and expresses its desire for equal sacrifice. 

“And so it is with the great republic to the North, the United 
States, which, engaged in a merciless battle against the aggressor 
of its liberty and its independence, toiling without rest or respite 
to manufacture war materials and train soldiers to aid its allies of 
other continents, at a time and in circumstances when all its men 
are insufficient to prepare for the defense of its laws, accedes to 
the request of the Argentine Rural Society and sends a noted. 
master of genetics to be judge at our exposition, recognizing the 
patriotic spirit which it represents, as evidenced by the unique 
fact that Mr. Hull, the Secretary of State, (Please turn to page 36

breeding cattle. 

Just how many years Wilton Farms has 
been in the business of breeding Aberdeen-

The 
Journal will do what it can toward the same 
result. For the Breed Promotion Commit- 
tee, Mr. W. H. Tomhave, Mr. Barton and 
members of the field force of the Journal 
are all anxious to see the National Sale and 
Show, as well as the Regional Sales and 
Shows, accomplish that for which they are 
being established. 

Anything worth while needs publicity. 
There can be no question as to the worth of 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed of cattle. They 
have earned a place and will continue to be 
worthy of all the effort that can be expend- 
ed toward the general improvement of the 
breed. For many years the main phase of 
breed promotion was the live stock shows, 
and the exhibition of show cattle.

Mil- 
sont of dollars are spent annually in dress- 
ing windows. Thousands of specially train- 
ed men and women have made it their life 
work, and are earning a very good and sat- 
isfactory livlihood from it. The businesses 
that support window dressers recognize the 
value of attractive show windows toward 
the sale of merchandise. If it is important 
for a store to use competent window dressers 
to make their show windows attractive, is it 
not equally important for Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders to make “Their 1943 Show Win- 
dows” most attractive. To do that job re- 
quires effort, effort that may mean more 
regular and careful feeding, the use of curry 
comb and brush, a regular program of hand- 
ling and a watchful eye as to the manner 
in which the cattle are responding to feed 
and care. : 

First of all, study your consignment, or 
the cattle you wish to consign. Most breed- 
ers know pretty well, whether or not cattle 
are of correct type and conformation. And 
if you think you know, give the prospective 
buyer or the judge who will place the cattle 
credit for knowing something about them, 
too. For if you think that you can consign 
off-type cattle, inferior ones to the National 
Sale and Show and serve to promote that 
event, the one person you are fooling is 
yourself. More, the one person you are 
harming most is yourself and the future of 
your own herd’s business. Next, study the 
breeding of the cattle you wish to consign. 
Do the pedigrees have value to a pure bred 
breeder? That is are the pedigrees made up 
of cattle who have been good producers or 
are they made up of cattle of a non-descript 
character? Inferior pedigrees cannot help to 
serve a breed promotional event. Fit your 
cattle. More than once we have heard stat- 
ed by men who know, that a dollars worth 
of feed would have been worth five under 
an animal’s hide. We agree. Yet, some 
might state that fitting gives the wrong im- 
pression of the cattle as a breed. We think 
not. A beef breed must be able to put on 
meat, and without meat, they become a poor 
beef breed.

fat there will be a dozen that need feed. I 
rather think that will hold true in most any 
sale in any state. Furthermore, a Show 
Window needs that extra touch. Feed alone 
cannot do it, but the lack of feed on an oth- 
erwise suitable beast will not make an at- 
tractive subject for a show window. 

Last but not necessarily least, how about 
your own effort toward publicising the Na- 
tional Sale and Show. The national associa- 
tion cannot do the job alone. Talk about 
the sale and the show. Get enthused about 
it, yourself. Whether or not you are a con- 
signor, plan to attend. Why attend if you 
do not consign? Improve your herd by buy- 
ing some of the better cattle. For to suc- 
cessfully promote this event, herds in all 
sections must try to buy seed stock to im- 
prove their herds, from which will come 
better bulls and better females, eventually 
producing better beef, and everyone knows 
we need more and we need better beef. An- 
other job the association can hardly do and 
that is to call attention to the different con- 
signor’s individual cattle. To do the job 
adequately would require more information 
than your description and the pedigrees of 
your cattle will afford. To get your own 
consignment before the public best, we sug- 
gest, taking a picture, and do it now. Have 
some half-tones made of your cattle and use 
them in your advertising. Don’t expect your 
co-consignors to do the job alone. Certain- 
ly, their display advertisements, wherever 
placed, will tend to increase the return on 
your consignment, too. But, do your own 
bit, and help yourself to a better sale and 
a better general breed promotion. 

Proper co-operation can make this event 
the greatest single breed promotional vent- 
ure ever attempted. Lack of co-operation 
will result in failure, not total failure, but 
failure to fully realize the possibilities af- 
forded to the breeders. Again, we state, 
“Get your money’s worth.”

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Food Administrator Wickard is the great- 
est optimist of all time, excelling the man 
who looked into a dark room and saw a light 
where none existed. His announced goals 
are an increase to 107 per cent of the 1942 
marketings in bovine products and an in- 
crease to 127 per cent in pork production, 
not to speak of an increase to 136 per cent 
in lard. 


He may get increased cattle slaughter but 
at the expense of decimated dairy herds, al- 
ready in progress, creating such serious con- 
cern in official circles that emissaries of the 
federal Farm Security Administration were 
dispatched to Wisconsin on a mission de- 
signed to avert slaughter of discarded cows 
necessitated by scarcity of farm labor, the 
idea being to salvage the throwouts by sell- 
ing them to those able to give them a home; 
in other words, to keep bossy in the barn- 
yard instead of hiking to the shambles. 


The pork production proposition is radic- 
ally different from that of beef, as Secre- 
tary Wickard pulled an ace out of his sleeve 
in the shape of a guarantee of $13.25, Chi- 
cago basis, which put growers in easy cir- 
cumstances, restored confidence, and check- 
ed liquidation. Not only has the cattle feed- 
er no assurance of such security, but con- 
stant pounding of his market has put him 
into liquidating mood.

bullocks in the $16 to $17 price bracket but 
grab a drove selling anywhere from $12 ¢ 
$14 before thinking of breakfast. The 50 
cents to $1 per ewt. crash early in Decem- 
ber, for which the country was in a measure 
responsible by overloading the decks on the 
first Monday of the month, gave the buying 
side an opening. As usual, supply was cur: 
tailed, but the damage had been done, The 
market responded feebly on lighter receipts 
although killers protested volubly that beef 
price ceilings made previous values of fip.

even. Semi-panicky feeders have been with 
difficulty restrained from dumping merely 
warmed-up steers into the market hopper, 
As it is, thousands have been jettisoned—a 
tragic waste of raw material. 


Ceiling resentment in the case of beef is 
audible. That there will be no ceilings on 
live animals is admitted. The department 
reached the logical conclusion that they 
could not be handled. But the difference be- 
tween meat and live stock ceilings is merely 
the difference between tweedledum, and 
tweedledee, as the English say. 


Insistence on beef price ceiling enforce- 
ment has confused the trade to the 
point of exasperation and_ undoubtedly 
will prematurely convert into bank deposits 
an inestimable number of cattle that would 
otherwise have been carried along another 
100 days to make 200 pounds additional beef 
which is needed in the worst way under 
present scarcity conditions. Thus the price 
ceiling orgie is defeating goal attainment. 
Monkeying with a drove of steers through 
the inclement season on a rising feed market 
with increasing labor scarcity is not an en-

Certain chain markets, without proces- 
sing facilities, ran uP against a_ veritable 
‘ck wall when the meat scarcity bogey 
= bobbed up. These dealers have for 
many years been the packers’ bete noir, dic- 
tating wholesale prices. On an amply sup- 
plied market they had the last word, oper- 
ating in cahoots and forcing the aforesaid 
processors to supply them on a minus profit 
basis. Processors are now so loaded with 
Unele Sam’s business that, when a chain 
store buyer prowls around their premises, 
they politely but firmly request him to hike 
to that bourne Bob Ingersoll so strenuously 
denied the existence of. Several of these 
chains have dumped their ornate meat vend- 
ing furniture into the alley. Those who took 
time by the forelock and bought a bankrupt 
packing concern are able to go along. One 
of the largest chains in the Middle West 
adopted this policy several years ago and is 
getting its money back in this emergency. 

“Meat handling is a nuisance now,” said 
one chain operator. “I have quit paying 
union wages to salesmen to argue with dis- 
putatious women who cannot understand 
why, with record meat production, rationing 
is necessary. They insist that they are be- 
ing robbed.” 

That the two and one-half pound per per- 
son allowance of meat is merely insertion of 
the thin end of the wedge is a popular 
hunch, but it will do as a starter to break 
the public in with. Then it can be reduced 
without starting a nation-wide row. Sections 
of the country where growing live stock is 
not a commercial industry are already ex- 
periencing the pangs of meat hunger, if that 
term is warranted. Particularly along both 
seaboards is the shortage protest acquiring 
stentorian pitch. But, when Texas joins the 
anvil chorus, surprise is warranted. A Cali- 
fornia survey discloses but one and one- 
eighth pounds per capita in sight. Oregon 
would meat riot if an outbreak would get 
them anywhere. Even Chicago is seeing red 
on the subject. At the Atlantic seaboard 
fresh supplies of western dressed meats dis- 
appear before daybreak, practically all sold 
before they arrive, and meager local sup- 
plies of live stock are at the vanishing stage. 

This should teach easterners a lesson. 
Whence their daily meat supply came never 
worried them. When the 1937 beef strike 
broke out in New York kosher circles, west- 
ern packers were denounced as “robber 
barons,” comparable to Teddy Roosevelt’s 
historic “malefactors of great wealth.” Go-

Glassing necessitates boning 
when feet become a delicacy. Hind feet of 
sows and heavy barrows go to the tank. Ey- 
ery portion of the head of either species is 
worked up into preserved meats and gaus- 
age. Snouts sell fresh for boiling in com- 
pany with sauerkraut when that decoction is 
available, which it is not at present, owing 
to searcity of cans. It is an old saying that 
packers waste nothing but the porcine 
squeal. Consumers do the squealing under 
existing conditions. 

Corned beef, or “Irish turkey,” as it is 
known in market parlance, is another popu- 
lar but difficult to secure product. Most of 
it is cured coarse cuts. 

If beef is plentiful and plates, briskets, 
and rumps do not move readily, processors 
throw them into the pickle barrel for pre- 
servation against a time of scarcity. Now 
these coarse cuts go over the retailer's 
counter with the same celerity as a plate of

Leon Henderson 
is a veritable Jeremiah, constantly reiterat- 
ing his lugubrious prediction that “You peo- 
ple don’t know nothing yet,” and promising 
more price ceilings, more stringent meat 
rationing, and a hell of a time generally.

Central Illinois Breeders under the guid- 
ance of Senator Simon E, Lantz of The 
Dells Valley Farms at Congerville will 
again make up an offering of cattle to be 
sold at auction on April 14th. The sale will 
quite likely feature a number of bulls, for 
the past. two or more sales have witnessed 
more and more bulls selling at attractive 
prices, regardless of age. 


The Journal is highly pleased that bulls 
continue to be in excellent demand. Just a 
few years ago, the females were out-selling 
the bulls, and to us that is not as it should 
be. We refer to comparable type, quality 
and breeding, of course. Quite naturally, a 
well bred female of good type in an attrac- 
tive condition will sell for more money than 
a bull whose breeding type and condition is 
not what it should. be, and we feel that such 
should be expected for poor bulls heading 
pure bred herds does not improve the herds 
in which they are in service or the breed as 
a whole. But, well bred bulls of serviceable 
age, or good herd bull prospects should sell 
to advantage and at higher prices than av- 
erage females. That this is becoming more 
and more prevalent is a sign that the breed 
is expanding into new territories, that more 
and more producers of commercial cattle 
are turning to Aberdeen-Angus for their 
herd bulls. 


The way to retain this present satis- 
factory demand is to keep improving the 
type, the breeding and the quality of the 
bulls that will be consigned to the sales. 
There is no better method of stimulating 
interest in a breed of pure bred livestock 
than to offer for sale herd sires that prove 
to sire good stock. For example, a_ bull 
buyer attends a sale and is successful in 
getting a well bred bull of the right type. 
This bull, when placed in service, if he sires 
calves that are an improvement over the 
calves that he has by other bulls, will be

price. That alone is not the Scope of the 
promotion, for this same breeder who h 7 
purchased a satisfactory bull wil] be the 
agency, at no charge, that will bring oth ; 
buyers to the next and subsequent auction 
sales. How does this apply to Central Ili 
nois Breeders’ Sales might be a question 
that comes to the minds of some breeders 
in the Central Illinois association. Ip the 
April 1942 sale, Central Illinois breeders 
offered forty-eight bulls and many were 
more than a little skeptical of the manner 
in which they would sell. The number of 
them and their ages brought bull buyers 
and the buyers failed to buy as many bulls 
in the sale as they had anticipated securing 
The average of over $280.00 was encourag- 
ing and satisfactory to the consignors, Not 
all of the bulls were top bulls. Not all of 
the buyers wanted top bulls or if they did 
were either unprepared to pay the price or 
failed to realize the true worth of a good 
herd bull. This kind of a bull sale can be 
staged with ever increasing numbers each 
year, as long as the breeder continue to 
give the buyer a chance to buy good bulls. 
The kind of bulls that were offered a year 
ago were good, but not good enough for 
years to come. In other words we would 
like to suggest that each offering should 
show some improvement over the past con- 
signment, Constant improvement should be 
the aim of every breeder who registers live- 
stock as it is of the commercial breeder who 
produces feeding calves for the market. 


But as to how best to keep improving the 
kind and quality of the bulls offered in the 
Central Illinois Sale, we would suggest, 
first; a study of the bull calves, when they 
are still calves, a study of their respective 
pedigrees as well as their individuality. If 
the animal doesn’t meet a critical inspec- 
tion satisfactorily, chances are that he 
should be steered and marketed via the 
feeder to the packer. Certainly a closer 
and a more rigid culling of the bull calves 
tends to improve the breed. We realize 
that what many of us consider an inferior

However, if we 
do keep and grow out the calves that do 

ot meet a certain standard, we should ex- 
2 t to sell them for considerably less than 
ie better ones, and it might be best to be 
sure they went to commercial herds for 
crossing purposes. After, we have selected 
our future herd bull sale prospects, let’s 
take care of them. Too many bulls are 
left to develop by themselves, with little 
regard to their feed, and less to their right- 
ful care. We agree that good bulls are 
good because of inheritance, but proper 
feed and care, along with some brushing 
(that’s care, we know) never did hurt a 
good bull and has helped many an infer- 
jor one to become better. Then, too, if you 
are going to develop a real bull sale, plan 
to retain for that event the bulls that you 
have selected for it. We recognize that it 
is much easier to sell the best bulls in the 
lot first, and that it is difficult to refuse to 
sell certain bulls, even though they are 
young, especially when the price is most 
agreeable. Yet, if the ultimate objective is 
worthwhile, and development of a great de- 
mand for bulls is surely worthwhile, breed- 
ers must retain and properly develop bulls 
of better ages for the sales. The Central 
Illinois Sales have attracted bull buyers 
from Texas, significant in that Texas is 
several hundred miles away, and Central 
Illinois sales can, if their offerings prove 
to be right, attract many more buyers from 
even greater distances. This bull breeding 
and bull selling business is the pure bred 
breeders’ greatest job, and when properly 
accomplished the most profitable. Central 
Illinois breeders have made a good start.

Victory wins Grand Championship for Mary Lesser 
at the Michigan 4-H Stock Show held in Detroit on 
December 8, 9 and 10. Sells to Ferndale Packer 


for 58 cents per pound.

Thanks to Mr. Ralph May, Assistant State 
Club Leader in the Extension Service for the 
state of Michigan, we are able to report that 
another Aberdeen-Angus steer wins the 
grand championship laurels in a Michigan 
show. 

Mr. May writes that a 4-H club girl, Miss 
Mary Lesser of Dexter, Michigan, a con- 
tender for nine years finally went to the top 
with her steer at the 13th Annual Michigan 
4-H Live Stock Show. That must have rep- 
resented quite a thrill to the young lady, for 
success always tastes the better after de- 
feat. One hundred and eighteen head of 4-H 
club steers were exhibited, of which num- 
ber sixty-six were Herefords and thirty- 
seven Aberdeen-Angus and fifteen Short- 
horns. So with about thirty some odd 
percent of the cattle entered, the Aberdeen- 
Angus still had the type and the quality to 
stand at the top of the parade. 

The calf, Victory was bred by Miss Les- 
ser’s father, Mr. Ezra Lesser of Dexter, 
Michigan. Victory had a right of pedigree 
to be good, for he is by Blackcap Bandy 
555235, he a son of Bandolier of Anoka, the 
1931 International junior champion bull. The 
dam of Blackcap Bandy is Blackcap Quality 
404th 453035, she a daughter of Quality Mar- 


shall, the 1926 International 
grand champion bull. Vic- 
tory’s dam is also a well bred 
animal. She was bred by Mr. 
Avery Martin of Croswell, 
Michigan, and sired by Eric 
Moir, a son of Bardell, from 
whom came the good cows 
who served to produce Black 
Bardolier and other good 
bulls.

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Things of Interest 


Time as a Factor in Disease Control; Regardless of how 
much Experience a Cattle Owner may have had, it very fre- 
quently happens that he Neglects to do Things that should 
be done at the Proper Time and Suffers Considerable Loss

deciding factor in the control of 
wae cattle diseases is the time the pre- 
ventive treatment (or even the curative 
treatment) is used. — In my experience as a 
practicing veterinarian dealing largely with 
the prevention and control of contagious 
and infectious diseases, I quite often come 


in contact with cattle herds where the ' 


losses are much heavier than they would 
need to have been had the treatment been 
used at the proper time. A typical example 
is the following. One of the largest feed- 
ers of beef cattle in our area and one who 
has continually vaccinated his incoming 
cattle against shipping fever, purchased 97 
head of heifers in August 1941. These 
heifers were delivered on Monday, and be- 
cause the weather was typical August 
weather this feeder considered that there 
was little or no danger from shipping fever 
and that he would as soon as convenient. 
give them the usual treatment as ordinar- 
ily used. Being busier than usual on the 
farm at the time, Saturday morning arrived 
without these heifers having been given any 
treatment. for the prevention of shipping 
fever. On Saturday morning one heifer 
was dead, 2 others were very serious. The 
96 head were given an injection of mixed 
bacterin on Saturday noon, and on Sunday 
morning the 2 sick ones were dead and 3 
more were in bad shape. Another injection 
of bacterins was given, but 4 more heifers 
died, making a total of 7 head out of a total 
of 97 head. In the writer’s opinion none of 
these 7 would have been lost had the treat- 
ments been started on the same day they 
were brought to the feed lot. 


In our experience as a veterinarian ex- 
tending over 30 years we do not hesitate to 
say that in the handling of contagious and 
infectious diseases at least 75% of the 
herds and flocks are neglected with ref- 
erence to the time treatment is started. 


In other words, not more than 25% of the 
herds and flocks are seen at the earliest 
possible date to get best results. Cattle 
owners should keep this fact in mind, that 
the length of time that elapses between the 
time the first animal is noticed to be sick 
and treatment is started or the length of 
time between the time the animals are ex- 
posed and the outbreak of the disease deter- 
mines to a large extent the results that 
will be secured, 


Shipping Fever Time Is Here 


Most cattle owners who have had a very 
extensive experience have at one time or 
another had experience with Hemorraghic 
Septicemia (often called shipping fever), 
and in some instances this experience has 
been very unsatisfactory and very costly. 
While most outbreaks of shipping fever are 
the result of shipping, hauling or driving 
cattle principally during the cold or winter 
months, this disease can and often does 
occur in cattle which have not been handled 
in this way. We very frequently have out- 
breaks of this disease in farm herds where 
no cattle have been added to the herd nor 
any other similar cause that can be dis- 
covered. In milking herds we frequently 
find that this disease develops without any 
previous warning, and in at least two herds 
coming under my observation the only 
cause that could be discovered. was a draft 
due to a broken window, and another to a 
faulty door. 

It is quite likely that the germ causing 
this disease is in practically all yards and 
lots where cattle have been kept for a con- 
siderable time and all that. is required is for 
the animal to suffer from shock or from 
some factor that lowers the animal’s resis- 
tance. 

In some herds this disease appears fol- 
lowing the purchase of calves or other ani- 


mals which are introduced into the herd 
without quarantining them. It should be 
a common practice when adding any cattle 
to the herd to keep them in quarantine for 
at least 30 days. 


Our experience in the treatment of ship- 
ping fever in cattle leads us to recommend 
the treatment of the entire herd when this 
disease breaks out, as invariably attempt- 
ing to treat the sick animals as they come 
down greatly prolongs this disease and 
adds considerably to the cost. We make it 
a common practice now when we find this 
disease present in one or more of a herd, to 
explain to the owner that our experience 
has been that the cheapest and most. effec- 
tive way is to treat the entire herd. We 
have secured most satisfactory results by 
the use of a washed type bacterin and, be- 
cause of the danger of this disease being 
complicated with infectious pneumonia 
(pulmonary Odema) we favor the use of a 
late bacterin which has recently been intro- 
duced, known as Pasteurella-Pseudodiph- 
thericum. 


Hormones for Shy and Slow Breeders

or by the chemist, most of them can be pro- 
duced at a reasonable price. 

One synthetic hormone known as Stil- 
bestrol is now made chemically and serves 
the same function as a similar hormone 
produced by the ovaries. This hormone is 
used principally to bring about oestrum or 
heat period. Animals that have not shown 
heat periods for many months and some- 
times as long as 2 or 3 years usually show 
heat periods after one or more injections 
a few days apart. It also has a tendency 
to produce a normal condition of the breed- 
ing organs. 

Another hormone that is being quite gen- 
erally used now is known to the veterinary 
profession as A.P.L. Extract (Anterior 
Pituitary Lobe). This hormone cannot be 
produced synthetically as yet and is made 
from the pituitary gland. This hormone is 
used principally for the purpose of causing 
the passing of the ovum (or egg) at the 
heat period so the animal will get with calf. 
It is generally considered now that many of 
these animals that come in heat regularly 
but do not get with calf fail to do so for 
the reason that the ovum (or egg) does 
not find its way to the uterus during the 
heat period but later on. The stimulation 
received by the A.P.L. extract nearly al- 
ways causes this ovum to reach the uterus 
in time to cause the animal to get with calf. 
This product is usually given hypodermical- 


ly 3 or 4 days before th

Cattle that have not been ha 

cannot be readily placed in stan, that 
not very easily handled when it beco 
necessary to vaccinate them against shi * 
ping fever or any of the other conditions 
where hypodermic injections are required 
The most practical method we have found 
in our practice is to put them in a stron 
pen or box stall and to fasten a homer 
strong gate in one corner of the pen ; 
stall in such a way that it can be Cnened 
to make a large, open end, V shaped tri- 
angle. By driving one or more head of cat 
tle behind this gate and squeezing them 
against the wall or partition, it is a very 
simple thing then to make the injection 
with a minimum of effort. and with little or 
no danger to the veterinarian or his assist. 
ants. Unhandled cattle can be very quickly 
and easily handled in this way and it re- 
quires but a few minutes to vaccinate 15 or 
20 head by. this method. This method is 
much superior to attempting to use a bull 
leader in the nose of these cattle or to rope 
them around the neck and choke them down 
as is often done. 


It will be of interest to all readers to 
learn that the “Efficiency Committee” has 
presented fifteen efficiency bills to the 50th 
Iowa General Assembly, and that one of 
these bills is as follows, “‘To authorize city 
councils to require Bangs disease testing in 
their milk ordinances. Some cities already 
do this, and the proposed bill would elimin- 
ate an existing question of legality”.

the 50th General Assembly, to enforce 
the testing of all dairy herds now sup- 
plying milk to all towns in Iowa. 

In view of the great value of the vac- 
cinating methods for the control of 
Bangs disease it would seem that al- 
ready too much money has been spent 
by the State and Federal Government 
in trying to control the disease by test- 
ing. 

In addition with the closing out of 
many dairy herds of the state, due to 
labor shortage, we are told there is now 
a great shortage in our present miik 
supply. Higher prices for milk, with 
many children’s supply reduced, seems 
certain. 

For these two reasons, it should be a 
mighty poor time to go farther in 
Bangs testing, a method of disease con- 
trol that does not meet the approval of 
many herd owners. Thought that you 
might like to know of this and that per- 
haps you might be able to help prevent 
the passage of the bill.

For the benefit of our many readers we 
might add here that Mr. McCabe is a 
licensed veterinarian and has, in the past, 
worked with the test and slaughter method 
as a method of Bangs disease control. Like 
many of his fellow veterinarians he realizes 
that this method will never be successful in 
wiping out the disease, but has been very 
successful from the standpoint. of destroy- 
ing many valuable breeding animals during 
the past, animals that might never have 
gone to slaughter if the vaccination method 
had been used as a prevention of the spread

IIRST of all Mr. Robert C. Roebling, 

>} owner of Modena Plantation, Isle 
of Hope, just off the coast from 
Savannah, Georgia, writes to tell 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal that 
his great cow Black Pudding of 
Modena has delivered a fine heifer 
calf from the service of Evolution 
94 of Wickwire. It seems that this young 
lady has stolen the heart of her owner, who 
maintains an excellent herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle on his island plantation. 

“Bob” Roebling is an enthusiast and a 
student of pedigree, type and conformation 
in general, always looking for the ideal. It 
seems that perusing the June, 1940, issue of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Review published in 
Scotland, has revealed an ideal for Bob 
writes calling attention to this particular 
illustration. He says: “On page 23 of the 
June, 1940, Review there is a picture of 
Eliza of Finlarig. In searching for a mark 
to shoot at, I believe this little heifer comes 
closer to being my ideal than any I have 
seen; she is not obesely fat and yet her 
hindquarters are apparently flawless and 
she is pre-eminently feminine. 

“Refinement, is perhaps the best word to 
sum her up and I think this is where the 
old country is a step ahead of us. But there 
is a practical aspect to this also, namely, 
that Eliza of Finlarig has a true finish at 
an economical weight, whereas American 
show cattle must be carried way beyond the 
bounds of practical feeding to convince the 
judges that they are fit to enter the ring. I 
believe that the answer to this is that our 
cattle actually are not finished at a reason- 
able weight and that it requires the extra 
weight to fill them up and give them a 
smooth appearance. 

“T am not unaware of the fact that we all 
have some cows which look smooth up to a 
certain point, and then get rough from there 
on if they are forced into a highly fitted 
condition; but I believe that the Argentine 
has shown that some of the same Scotch 
cattle retain their smoothness when carried 
beyond that point which we regard as fully 
fitted. The controversy over reducing the 
weight of breeding classes cannot be settled 
arbitrarily and will only be brought into line 
with common sense when we start produc- 
ing Elizas that can demonstrate their super- 
lority in just good breeding condition. 

“Incidentally I am sure there are very 
few Elizas even in Scotland, so we have a 
fairly even chance to beat the Scotch to 
it if we get right to work. This is some- 
thing that is quite different from early ma- 
turity, which I take to mean, cattle that can 
take an excessive fitting at an early age.”

salient feature that is worthy of considera- 
tion. I am just wondering whether the dif- 
ference in feeding does not have a great 
deal to do with the difference between 
Seotch and American bred and grown cat- 
tle. Over there a goodly bulk of the feed 
consists of beets and turnips whereas here 
in America we depend largely upon corn for 
the final finish. I have visited pastures in 
all parts of America where the grasses have 
been good, and abundant, and found in them

Maintaining a Beef Cattle Herd | 


Important Part Cottonseed Supplement Plays in the Handling of 
the Cow Herd; the Herd Bull; the Calves and the Yearlings, 


By A. L. WARD, Educational Service. 


American cattlemen have long known that 
range grasses often lack “strength” to 
maintain the beef herd, especially after ex- 
cessive rains, during drouth and in winter; 
and Experiment Station analyses have prov- 
ed that these grasses are deficient, and vary 
widely, in protein and phosphorus. Because 
cottonseed cake, pellets and cubes contain 
needed phosphorus in addition to their con- 
centrated protein, cottonseed products are 
especially valuable to provide an economical, 
balanced ration when fed with range 
grasses. Cattle fed as much as 2 pounds, 
daily per head, of cottonseed cake usually 
receive ample phosphorus. 


“Caking” keeps the herd in better condi- 
tion, and increases the value of range grass 
or other roughage. Early feeding, continued 
over a longer period, even though smaller 
daily amounts are fed, gives better results

than heavier feeding after cattle are losing 
weight. One pound of cottonseed cake re- 
places 3 pounds of grain for winter main- 
tenance of cattle; and Experiment Stations 
and experience have proved that 1 or 2 
pounds of cottonseed cake, daily per head, 
make appreciably larger winter gains for 
calves than equal amounts of lower-protein 
supplements.

upon the request of our excellent friend 
Ambassador Armour, intervened in the 
decision to send a judge and in the designa- 
tion of the person. On behalf of the Argen- 
tine Rural Society I greet the United States 
with fraternal sentiment and deep gratitude 
to Dr. E. A. Towbridge.” 

During the first few days following the 
judging of cattle I had an opportunity to 
see the other live stock at the show and 
the quality was good. Senor Pablo Andant, 
to whom I am greatly indebted for his 
many courtesies, saw to it that I had an 
opportunity to see as much as I could in 
the time allotted. I was the guest of Mr. 
and Mrs. Andant at a luncheon at the 
Jockey Club, which by the way is one of the 
finest clubs I have ever seen.’ The quaran- 
tine station was visited where around 100 
bulls of the three beef breeds, freshly im- 
ported, were being held for the allotted 
period. The veterinary service of the 
quarantine station appears to be of a very 
high order and the veterinarians in charge 
are men of vision and energy. I was proud 
when told by the chief federal veterinarian 
that their quarantine system had_ been 


modeled after that used in the United 
States. 
The Aberdeen-Angus and _ Shorthorn 


societies held a dinner at which I was a 
guest and at which I had an opportunity to 
express my appreciation for the many 
courtesies shown me. During this week I 
attended the formal opening of the show, 
mentioned above. Plans had been made by 
the Rural Society, some of the cattle breed- 
ers, and Mr. Paul Nyhus of the Embassy, 
for a trip to several of the leading estancias 
as the guest of the Rural Society and the 
breeders. 

After a night’s ride on the train we land- 
ed at the village of Curamalan some 200 
miles west and south of Buenos Aires. We 
were to visit the Curamalan estancia. Mr. 
G. L. Gittins the manager, was unable to 
leave the show because of having bulls to 
sell but the foreman, Arthur Forbes, a most 
delightful young Scot took us in charge for 
the day. As we arrived at the estancia, 
Mrs. Gittins and her daughter were just 
coming in from a morning’s ride and 
Messrs. Nyhus and Stoops, from the Em- 
bassy, and myself enjoyed a most delightful 
breakfast with Mrs. Gittins, her daughter, 
and Mr. Forbes. The estancia was provid- 
ed with a fine commodious home; most at- 
tractive gardens and lawns and ample stab- 
ling facilities for the cattle. After break- 
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fast we had a look at the young bulls which 
probably will be heard from at Palermo an- 
other year; that part of the horse stock 
which was kept at the stable; and some of 
the stock bulls. These included the Bleriot 
of Tillybin, a second prize winner at Perth 
in 1939, and he was a great bull; about all 
that an Aberdeen-Angus breeder could de- 
sire; also Bonjo of Dunira, a bull with some 
little age but which sired the 1938 Palermo 
champion, and other winners and several 
other good bulls. 


From the Curamalan estancia have come 
several Palermo champions of the black 
breed. The estancia now consists of some 
15,000 acres with some 3,000 head of cattle, 
1800 of which are cows and 600 of these 
registered—the remainder high grade Aber- 
deen-Angus. It also carries some 10,000 
head of sheep and 350 head of horses. We 
spent the morning driving through the fine 
pastures, much of it alfalfa, seeing a grand 
herd. of modern Aberdeen-Angus cows— 
many with little calves at foot; a pasture 
with a large number of heifers and two or 
— big pastures of ewes with their 
ambs, 


Noon time found us back at the estancia 
house and I was introduced to my first 
“Asado” lamb. The term “asado” refers 
to the method of cooking which means that 
it is roasted at an outdoor fire where the 
meat is hung on a steel frame and allowed 
to cook slowly and then has water of just 
the right degree of saltiness poured over 
it. This served as the basis for a most de- 
lightful luncheon at Curamalan with Mrs. 
Gittins, her daughter, and Mr. Forbes. 

After lunch we went to the adjoining 
estancia, La Cascada, the property of Senor 
Julio Perkins and from which had come 
Jilman of Dunira 28th the champion bull. 
La Cascada is a beautiful estancia with 
fine commodious home, lake and_ golf 
course, and ample stabling facilities. Here 
we saw Jilman of Dunura, sire of the cham- 
pion bull; the mother of the bull, and sev- 
eral other good herd bulls and an especially 
fine lot of youngsters which doubtless will 
be heard from at Palermo next year. 

La Cascada consists of some thirty-five 
to forty thousand acres of land; carries 
14,000 cattle; 3,500 sheep; 100 head of 
horses; and requires the help of about 100 
men. After seeing the cattle at the stables 
we drove through several one thousand 
acre pastures where we saw cows, heifers, 
and steers of uniform high quality and 
showing the best of care. My trip to La 


Cascada would have been incomplete had 
I not stopped at the thoroughbred horse 
stable to see Talahuasi, a grand eleven 
year old thoroughbred stallion that during 


his racing days won el

_ Again a delightful lunch awaited us, It 
included “asado beef” and everything that 
goes with it. One is impressed with not 
only the fine food but with the ample 
supply of meat on every hand. 

Following lunch we went on a tour of the 
estancia. In addition to a commodious 
estancia house there are good stable and 
corral facilities; feed grinding and prepar- 
ing equipment which provides for the live 
stock in good shape. Among the herd bulls 
was the imported bull, Erubto of Derculich 
which bore all the indications of being a 
good sire. We also saw the twelve year old 
bull, Lord Mark of Charles which had been 
bred by Senor Carlos Garrero. Both were 
excellent bulls and we saw a good many 
promising young things by them. Meria 
Adona Pelorus, son of an imported high- 
land champion, a highly meritorious bull, 
is included in the herd bull list here. 

There was on hand a good number of 
young bulls that were to be sold this spring 
and they were the kind that would advance 
the Aberdeen-Angus cause in that country. 
Senor Zuberbuhler is most particular about 
the kind of bulls that he sells and not only 
believes that a satisfied customer is the 
best advertisement but he has proven that 
that principle works in his cattle business. 

La Celina is a big establishment; some 
35,000 acres in one block, and as much more 
in an adjoining neighborhood. There were 
in the Zuberbuhler holdings 26,071 cattle, 
550 of which were registered cows and four 
or five times that many high grade cows. 
The farm also accommodates about 3,000 
Corriedale sheep. Many of the pastures on 
the estancia were of a thousand acres each. 
Driving through several of these alfalfa 
pastures we saw a large number of steers 
being gotten ready for market. In one 
pasture, 235 head of good black steers 
weighing about 1,000 pounds were ready for 
shipment. These cattle were later seen at 
the packing plants at LaPlata and they 
were a good lot. 

Some 660 were to go within the next 
month. To a part of the cattle, Senor 
Zuberbuhler was feeding a little corn, 
although with his excellent alfalfa pastures 
this is not a necessity except when economic 
conditions make it desirable. Each of the 
pastures was supplied with water by a big 
tank and a wind mill and I was told water 
was twenty to twenty-five feet below the 
surface most anywhere on the estancia. 

In addition to the steers some of the 
pastures were carrying herds of cows some 
with small calves and both registered an 
high grade cows were of the modern Aber- 
deen-Angus kind and the kind that will not 
only make beef profitable but make friends 
for the breed.

Pad nee, A fine Sunday din- 
ner at the estancia gave us an opportunity 
to meet a group of people interested in the 
business of pork production. Senor Cam- 
ion is an executive in the Argentine Meat 

Cooperative Organization; markets some- 
where between twenty to thirty thousand 
hogs per year; keeps a herd of Shorthorn 
cattle and is otherwise a very busy man. 
‘An accurate system of records of his opera- 
tions is kept and the work of the entire 
project from the selection and care of the 
brood sows to the marketing of the finished 
hogs is evidence of business like efficiency. 


Stops were made at a few other estancias 
where were found Shorthorn, Aberdeen- 
Angus, and Hereford steers in _ various 
stages of fattening. One further stop was 
made at the Etusca_ estancia where 
thoroughbred horses of the finest kind are 
produced. Ninety two year olds were be- 
ing prepared for the spring sale at Buenos 
Aires. Four or five grand stallions were 
at the head of the stud including British 
Empire; Hunter’s Moon and Badruddin. 
About sixty mares were expected to foal 
this spring—twenty-seven of the foals be- 
ing already on the ground. 


A day was spent with the managers and 
buyers of the packing houses in the Argen- 
tine including those from Armours, Swifts, 
Wilsons and the Anglo Company. Modern 
packing plants, similar to our own were vis- 
ited; a fine luncheon at the Swift Club was 
very greatly enjoyed by a group of some 
twenty people. 


Later, our good friend Gordon Davis, 
who has most creditably judged cattle for 
us in this country, was host at a dinner at 
the Jockey Club in Buenos Aires.

In an 
attempt to supply such information we are presenting a discus- 
sion that should meet the Approval of and Benefit Our Readers 


By A. L. WARD, Director Educational Service. 


LTHOUGH cattle were not native 
to the New World, the Western 
Hemisphere has developed into 
the greatest of beef-producing re- 
gions. The Americas now contain 

about one-third of all cattle, feed large pop- 
ulations here and furnish three-fourths of 
the beef bought by other nations, and hold 
a foremost rank in constructive cattle breed- 
ing. Today, more than ever before, the Old 
World looks to the New for efficient beef 
production. 

Many conditions, but not all, favored cat- 
tle in the Western Hemisphere. In the 
United States and elsewhere, grass usually 
was bountiful in the spring and summer, but 
winter weather and frequent drouths caused 
costly losses. A dependable supplemental 
feed was essential for a stable range cattle 
industry and for economical fattening. Cot- 
tonseed cake and meal were the first wide- 
ly-available, efficient protein supplements 
and, for many years, have helped cattlemen 
to build their industry. They are palatable, 
rich in protein, high in phosphorus and con- 
veniently available. 

Availability of cottonseed products in 
wide variety enables cattlemen to choose 
those best suited to their need. In addition 
to cottonseed meal and various sizes of cake,

pellets and cubes are popular. Many cow-

seed. 


Cattle relish cottonseed hulls and hulls 
are an especially good carrier for ground 
grain, cottonseed meal and molasses. Ex- 
periment Station results show hulls to 
be equal in feeding value to good-quality 
Johnson grass or prairie hay, and that 100 
pounds of hulls will replace 207 pounds of 
corn silage or 251 pounds of sorghum silage 
in fattening rations for beef cattle. 

Vitamins and Minerals 


Beef cattle must have vitamin A; without 
it, nervous disorders, stiffness, night blind- 
ness, birth of weak or dead calves, and even 
death of cattle in the dry lot or on dry 
range may result. Green grass and bright- 
green hay furnish Vitamin A. The Vitamin- 
A content of sorghum fodder and silage 
varies, so that these roughages may not 
supply enough of the vitamin for a long 
feeding period. 

Cattle on green grass 4 or 5 months us- 
ually store reserve Vitamin A in their body 
to protect them for several months; there- 
fore, they may be fed dry-lot rations de- 
ficient in Vitamin A for 75 to 100 days. For 
longer periods they need 2 or 3 pounds of 
good hay, daily per head, to supply this 
vitamin. Labor may be saved by feeding 3 
times the daily amount every third day. Cat- 
tle from drouthy range need 2 or 3 pounds 
of good hay, daily per head, from the start 
of the feeding period. On range that is 
very dry, cows and bred heifers need 2 or 3 
pounds of bright hay, or % of a pound of 
dehydrated alfalfa leaf meal, daily, for 1 or 
2 months before calving, in addition to cot- 
tonseed cake. 

The mineral balance essential for beef 
cattle is supplied in most areas by a mix- 
ture of 1 part bone meal, 1 part calcium 
supplement and 2 parts salt. Cattle should

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A Letter from Canada 


A Recent Communication from Gordon F. Connell, one of the 
party of Canadians who selected a number of Aberdeen-Angus 
and Hereford Bulls in the Fall of 1941 for herd improvement 
trial in Canada. Aberdeen-Angus Bulls doing exceptionally well.

N THE FALL OF 1941 a group of 

five Canadians toured the United 
States in search of a few out- 
standing sires to be used in a herd 
improvement program in Canada. 
These men stopped at the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal office on 
their way southward and it was 
at this time I promised to meet them at a 
later date and try to help them locate what 
they wanted. . ; 

Mr. J. G. Robertson, Live Stock Commis- 
sioner was the head of the party, and it so 
happened that the group stopped at the 
Harvey Roberts farm to attend the Peters- 
Roberts sale, where I again contacted them. 
Mr. Robertson and two of the visiting breed- 
ers continued southward in search of a few 
Hereford bulls, while Messrs. Gordon F. 
Connell and Wm. Pedersen joined me in vis- 
iting some of the herds in Illinois and Iowa. 

Our tour was short, but we did manage 
to visit quite a number of herds, including 
a stop at the F. W. Whitehead farm, Ka- 
hoka, Missouri; Clarquin Acres, Jackson- 
ville; J. Garrett Tolan farm, Pleasant 
Plains; J. Frank Thornton, New Berlin, and 
South Side Stock Farm, Rockbridge, Illinois. 
After visiting these establishments we drove 
up to Congerville and attended the Central 
Illinois Sale after which Messrs. Connell 
and Pedersen left to join Mr. Robertson and 
the other two members of the group at Kan- 
sas City, where they took in the American 
Royal show. 

Since these visitors met such a large num- 
ber of breeders here I am sure that all 
their many friends will be interested in 
eae Mr. Connell’s recent letter to this 
office. 


Box 64, Regina, Sask. 
December 19, 1942. 
Dear Mr. Hahne: 

Christmas time is drawing near and that 
is a time when most of us think a little less 
of our daily concern and a little more of our 
relatives and friends. In fact have 
thought of you a good many times this fall 
as I retraced memories of one year ago and 
the interesting and pleasant hours spent in 
your company. I just gave myself a shock 
when I looked up your letter and saw the 
date. It arrived soon after we started the 
harvest and I think I intended to write after 
the crop was finished when I would be see- 
ing some of the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
and be able to give a little report on the 
new bulls. We worked at the harvest al- 
most four months and then did not get it 
all. The weather was terrible. Showers and 
rain every few days. Saskatchewan grew 
more wheat this year than all Canada put 
together last year, but quite a percentage 
is under the snow now. 

I still have a clear picture in my mind of 
almost all the bulls we saw last fall and I 
remember well the young bulls Mr. White- 
head had, also the older one, they showed 
good promise. We have room in this Prov- 
Ince for several more bulls but according to 
our arrangement the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders were not to be appropriated more 
money until 1943. The Shorthorn men 
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bought several this year. I am still hoping 
that we may be able to purchase some more 
bulls in the south this coming year if war 
conditions do not prevent the trip. The 
Hereford group lost one of the polled Here- 
fords purchased at Memphis, Tennessee, last 
fall. He died in pasture and they will no 
doubt be wanting to have him replaced and 
if so he will have to come from the United 
States. 

I have not seen Wm. Pedersen for some 
months, but I understand his health is much 
improved. He collapsed while the Legisla- 
ture was in session last winter and later un- 
derwent a major operation. 

Mr. J. G. Robertson, Live Stock Commis- 
sioner, who was with us last fall is now in 
London, England. He received the appoint- 
ment of Agricultural Commissioner for Can- 
ada with headquarters in London. A very 
nice promotion. His wife, who is still in 
Regina, was telling me yesterday what it 
cost to buy paper for his first letter. J. G. 
is not yet used to the heavy taxes paid by 
the British people. 

And now just a word, or two, about the 
new bulls. They are all breeders and the 
first calves are arriving. I had a letter from 
one of the men who used the Barbarian bull 
purchased from Mr. Battles. He had sever- 
al calves at the time of the writing and was 
well pleased. I saw that bull in July and he 
was looking good. I have some calves by 
the Bandolier bull purchased from Mr. No- 
bis. A couple of the male calves show 
promise and if they develop according to 
their appearance should be outstanding. 

Your country has experienced many 
changes since we parted that evening over 
a year ago. The might of United States 
arms is beginning to be felt and December 
7th, 1941, will not be forgotten. Our small- 
er population is struggling hard to do our 
part and recent events are very encourag-

This time it 
was the splendidly turned bullock, 
Guttridge Pride, that met and held 
the eye of Judge Alex McDonald 

who has officiated in that capacity for many 

years in a highly satisfactory manner. Gut- 
tridge Pride was bred at the J. S. Guttridge 

Estate at Prairie City, Oregon, where one 

of the outstanding breeding herds of Aber- 

deen-Angus registered cattle is maintained, 
members of which have made an excellent 
showing in the big shows on the west coast. 

Here too is to be found one of the good siz- 

ed herds of commercial Aberdeen-Angus 

cattle in the west, some twelve to fifteen 
hundred head. This steer was selected by 
the University of Idaho, at Moscow, to be 
fed and shown on this occasion, and it was 
that University that took the grand cham- 
pionship over all breeds with him at the 
1942 Portland show. 


The doddies made no less trouble of other 
breeds in the Junior division where young 
Wayne Lenhard, of Deer Park, Washington, 
was the happy owner of Bunky, the Aber- 
deen-Angus bullock that carried away the 
grand championship honors in that division 
over all breeds. The Pacific International is 
one of the important junior shows of the 
country and it is a feat worthy of atten- 
tion to have an Aberdeen-Angus grand 
champion in the Junior division, to say 
nothing of the honor carried in the grand 
championship over all breeds in the open 
classes. 


The Lenhard family has been doing things 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Western 
area for several years and the Journal is 
happy to be able to present here a sketch of 
the accomplishments of the Lenhard chil- 
dren, supplied by their father. Here it is: 


“This is in answer to your letter of the 
17th of December to my oldest son, Donald 
Lenhard. I hope you will excuse me for 
writing instead of Donald but he has _ so 
many things to look after that I am afraid 
he would not be able to let you hear from 
him in the ‘very near future’. 
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“There is quite a story 
back of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus and this family. When 
I was twelve years old I 
attended the Spokane In- 
terstate Fair at Spokane 
and saw Otto Battles herd 
there. My folks went on 
and after a while they 
missed me. When they finally found 
me I was still looking at the black cattle. 
I have wanted to breed Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle ever since that time. Finally in 1935 
we came to Deer Park and got a farm upon 
which we could have a few beef cattle. We 
bought six heifers (grade) from Laurence 
Mellergaard, at Ellensberg, Washington. 
The next year we bought a registered bull 
calf for a sire and a registered heifer for 
Donald’s 4-H project. These were purchas- 
ed from Otto Battles at Yakima, Washing- 
ton. Donald was just ten years old then. 
We were milking twelve pure bred Holstein 
cows at that time and the Aberdeen-Angus 
were just a side line. Since that time we 
have added a few cows each year until now 
we have 30 registered females. 

“In.January of 1938 I was elected to the 
County Chairmanship of Stevens County 
AAA and haven’t been home very much 
since. In the spring of 1939 we moved to 
our present location and the two boys have 
milked the dairy cows, cared for the pigs 
and have done most of the 
farm work since. Just this 
fall we disposed of the last 
of the dairy cows and are 
now ‘all out’ with beef. We 
are feeding twenty feeder 
steers instead of milking 
cows, have fifteen shoats 
in the fattening pen, have 
marketed 200 capons and 
the boys have done all the 
work as I am now County 
Supervisor for the FSA 
here in Deer Park and 
that is a full time job. 

“In 1936, at the age of 
ten Donald started his 4-H 
work with the heifer from 
Mr. Battles. In 1937 he 
started his first steer 
work. This steer was

en part in two all high school plays, has two 
letters won in base ball and is on the first 
string basket ball team this year and last 
year placed second in the state wide FFA 
speaking contest on Agriculture and Coop- 
eration. Oh yes, I almost forgot that in 1940 
he placed second to the reserve grand cham- 
pion at Portland. And the local fair classes 
mentioned covered all ages and breeds. 
“This is getting to be quite a letter and 
am I making the errors, but the kids have 
been seven years doing all this and I never 
was supposed to be a typist, just a farmer 
really, at heart, and will I be glad when I 
get this place near enough paid for to come 
home and live on it with the black cattle. 


Wayne is two years younger than Donald 
but has never been too husky nor healthy 
until this last year. He is a freshman this 
year and Donald a senior. Don is 16. 
Wayne has been in 4-H work since he was 
ten and has been on the judging team at 
various times. He has always had good pro- 
jects but just didn’t quite make the grade 
to the top. He is usually second to the top 
or real close up. But this year he com- 
menced to go places. He placed second to 
the grand champion 4-H steer at Spokane 
this year. You remember Bill Harrer won 
the 4-H grand champion. Wayne was next 
to him in class. Incidentally Bill and the 
boys are real friends even though Bill lives 
in Montana. They always look for each 
other at Spokane. 

“Wayne’s calf was purchased by the Stev- 
ens County Live Stock Association, and was 
barbecued for a county wide picnic this sum- 
mer. Then of course his steer ‘Bunky’ was 
grand champion at the Pacific International 
at Portland this fall and sold for the highest 
price on record for this show. 

Both boys have what they think is the 
best steer (each of them) that they have ev- 
er had for Spokane again next summer. Don 
will show FFA and Wayne 4-H. Wayne is 
hoping that he can reverse positions with 
Bill Harrer this next time. They also have 
picked out two fine calves for Portland next 
fall. These calves are all sired by our pres- 
ent herd sire which we purchased from Sam 
Henderson at Lacomb, Alberta. And he is 
really siring some nice ones. He is a grand- 
son of Middlebrook Prince 33d through his 
sire Heatherbrook Prince 4th and a grand- 
son of Revolution 40th through his dam, 
Blackcap Henderson 17th. 

Perhaps I should say a little more about

Even though there were no Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeding cattle shown at Los Angeles, 
and the show itself primarily a show of 
other breeds it looks as if the Aberdeen-An- 
gus stole the show for 1942. This is what 
the Western Live Stock Journal has to say 
about this important event: 


“Distinguished recognition is due the 
army of junior producers of beef at the 
(1942) Great Western. Both the 4-H Club 
and Future Farmer exhibitors were out in 
customary numbers with more quality than 
in any previous year. Every class proved 
interesting to Judge H. A. McDougal, be- 
cause he found the sorts he prefers to han- 
dle and place. The percentage of well fitted 
animals was high, but underneath all this 
accomplishment were visible evidences of 
the value of supervision. Particularly was 
this true in the entries from the schools of 
Kern County and those from California 
Polytechnic. These lads started with feed- 
ers having feeding possibilities. Conse- 
quently their efforts were productive. 

“Top honors went to Ronald Hutchings of

The care which the owner of Wilton 
I'arms gives toward buying females is even 
more evident in his purchase and use of 
herd bulls, and possibly accounts for the 
success he has already enjoyed in his limit- 
ed years in the business.
